SPRINGFIELD — A statewide 
poll indicates most voters are 
Biving early good grades to a 
Proposed new state constitutional 
amendment on education. 

Thé poll of 523-likely voters 
surveyed between Sept. 9 and 
Sept. 27 by Sangamon State Uni- 
versity’s Institute for Public 
Affairs found 70 percent in 
favor, 18 percent against and 10 
percent undecided. The poll was 
taken before the heaviest-blitz of 
advertising on the amendment, 
with well-financed coalitions on 
each side seeking to convince 
voters before the Nov. 3 election 

The amendment’says the state 
should have the “preponderant 
financial responsibility” for pub- 
lic education, Opponents say it 
could- lead. to an automatic tax 
hike. 

In the survey, the amendment 
was described as requiring the 
State to pay for at least half of 


;=public education costs. On a geo- 


‘aphic basis, the poll found res- 
ents of Southern Illinois were 
the most likely to favor the 
amendment. Southern. Illinois

residents surveyed gave the 
amendment 81 percent support, 
followed by 72 percent in north- 
ern. and central Illinois and in 
the city of Chicago. 

Residents of the Chicago sub- 
urbs, where districts tend to get 
the least state aid, showed the 
lowest support at 65- percent 
Democrats surveyed favored the 
amendment by 77 percent while 
support fell to 59 percent among 
Republicans.“ Based™on~” age 
groups, those surveyed between 
18 and’ 24 years old favored the 
amendment by 98 percent,—while 
support was lowest among those 
over 74 years old percent) 

Based on income groups, the 
highest degree of support’ was 
among those with household 
incomes of $20,000- to $25,000. (81 
percent) and the lowest among 
those ‘with incomes. of $40,000 to 
$50,000 (63 percent). Of those 
who mentioned education as one 
of the most important problems 
facing Illinois, 78 percent 
favored the amendment.

If the scoreboard in the Wash- 
ington University Field. House 
had kept track, it might have 
scored the presidential debate a 
draw. 

The three men vying fer the 
White House fought over charac- 
ter, the economy, AIDS, crime 
and foreign policy, while trying 
to appear presidential, during a 
90-minute standoff Sunday in 
Washington University’s athletic 
complex. 

While criticism was frequently 
blunt, no candidate blundered or 
misspoke, and none lost his tem- 
per while fielding questions from 
a three-member panel. Most 
political observers agreed that 
no knockout punch was deliv- 


Sei Clinton’s early remarks 
cerftered on his standard theme 
that his campaign represents 
“hope for a difference,”” and that 
Bush has had plenty of time to 
prove his ideas. 

President George Bush 
responded that “change for 
—change’s sake isn't enough.” 
Perot said. it was time for 
action, and he had business 
experience to get things done. 

Bush began early attacking 
Clinton's” Vietnam-era activities, 


uch-as-his-participation in an-— 


war .rallies. while studying over- 
seas. 


“It was wrong to demonstrate 
against our country; it was just 
wrong,”’ Bush said. He ques- 
tioned how Clinton could Be com- 
mander in chief and tell men to 
fight in a war. 

Clinton. said he honored both 
H. Ross Eanes ond Eustis mili- 
tary experience, but “I opposed 
the war but loved my coney 

The candidates also tangled on 
taxes. 

Clinton said his plan raises 
‘taxes for those earning more 
than $200,000, with the middle 
class seeing a slight tax cyt. He 
said it was time to stop using 
trickle-down theories. 

I would like to create more 
millionaires, but I don’t want to 
have four more years of no 
growth,” Clinton said. 

“Taxes spells out the differ- 
ences between us,’’ Bush 
responded. He said the public 
does not want tax increases and 
that Clinton—-would-have-to raise 
taxes for more just the upper 
class to raise the $150 billion 
more revenue he has proposed.
